Tha factory was fouried by FAN Heu Tung Ce: te?) in 1917 with capital collected 
entirely from a group of shareholders. During the dapanesa occupation the 
personns1 of this factory withirew to Chungking and sot up a branch factory. 
After VJ Day, the factory at Tanghu was reposacssed and although the plant 
pace a severe war damage, ib had resumed Jinited production within three 
months. 


2, Organization 


She shareholders dirsct the company through HOU Ta Pang ((% 4% 1), manager 
af the General Offica, who supervises the cperations of the Manufacturing 
Derartmert and the Power Department. 


3o Production 


a. During the dapsanese oceupation, the machinery, including a 1,000 KF 
generator, was damaged, but within the last nine wonths two-thirds of the 
damage bas been repaired. It is expected that ail machines will be running 
normally within two uonths. 


bo The main products of the factory are soda ash and caustic sodas the by~ 
product is baking power. Before the war, production reached 200 tons of 
sede ash daily; at present the daily output is about 100 tons of soda ash 
and 20 tons of caustic soda. 


ce, The factory hss three wells for water supply. Two are used by the factory 
and one helps supply water for the tow. Before the war, two 1,000 KW generators 
and thres 260 KW generatcrs furnished electric power. One of the former was 
worn out during the Japanese occupation. 


a. The factory requires 6,000 tons of coal, 7,500 tons of galt, and 7,500 
tons of Limsstone each month, There are plenty of these materials available, 
“bot the coal and Limestone must be brought down from Tangghan, and transpor— 
tation is insufficient. The factory could easily produce more than 200 tons 
of soda ash and aporoximtely 100 tons of by~preducts if it were not for the 
problema of bringing in the raw materials and delivering the finished products 
te the markets. 
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@. Marketing the products has become very difficult, as tho Sovicts have cut 
off approxinately half the Chinese market. Sovernment taxes are so ltigh that 
small private factories can produce a much Lower-priced soda by using smug¢led 
salt and evading taxes. 


f. The factory employs 900 permanent laborers and 200 temporary Laborers. 
They are naid twice a month accordin; to the cay by day value of corn flour. 
The cally wage is equivalont to the value of from ten to fifteen catties of 
corn flour, devending on the laborer's rating. ‘There are 80 office workers 
who receive an average wage of 300,000 CIC monthly. Both versanent laborers 
and office workers are suoplicd with houses, Licht, water, and coal. School, 
hospital, anc club facilities have been furnished the ensloyees.
